Even a casual acquaintance withj 
histoiy will convince us that Moses must have been one of the most learned« 
men of his day.

I by wha^ name He would be known to them He said, "I am that I am." As« 
we meditate on these five words we realize what a wonderful God we have.] 
Head Moses' own description (Psalm 90:2). 
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As Mr. Lathrope Sees It 


Optimism regarding Fort Wayne's future is by no means confined 
•to those patriotic souls to whom this city is home and who, early and 
late, embrace every opportunity to ''boost" for Fort Wayne. The 
faith of the home folks and their conviction that this city is due to 
snake tremendous advance in every way during the next few years s 
finding reflection in the unbiased judgment of outside experts who 
Scan have no purpose in extravagance of statement and no desire to 
overstep the bounds of very clearly indicated probability. A conspic- 
iioos instance of that fact was afforded on Tuesday evening when so 
¡eminent a civic authority as John E. Lathrope, of New York, declared 
that "Fort Wayne should face her certain increase of population in 
tie 
next ten years to approximately 150,000 people with all 
seriousness." 


Mr. Lathrope is director of the city planning department of the 
Itoerican City Bureau. He is a trained, travelled and skilled expert 
in municipal matters and iu city building. It is his business to see the 
possibilities for cities, to estimate their opportunities and to assist them 
to measure as largely as possible up to those opportunities. He has 
. ipent some time in Fort Wayne, studying its situation, noting its prob- 
lems and with trained civic vision peering into the future which the 
next decade has in store for us. We have been confidently predicting 
that 1920 would see Fort Wayne with a population of 100,000. In Mr. 
Lathrope's view we have been entirely too modest. He would revise 
the figures, add six years of time and practically double the present 
population of Fort Wayne. He was speaking, too, to the realty men, 
who, in the very nature of their business, are skilled and far-sighted 
in estimates of city progress, and he doubtless confidently believes his 
forecast to be safely within the bounds of conservatism. We need, in 
Mr. Lathrop's opinion, to get a new perspective that will enable us 
to s^e a still larger Fort Wayne than has been in our mind's eye. 


But there was another phase of Mr. Lathrope's address that is of 
even more importance than the mere magnitude of the city as meas- 
ured by population. That was his well-grounded argument for civic 
preparedness—for planning to care for growth, to avoid congested 
Blum conditions which operate for vice and immorality and poverty 
and hardship. Attention has already been directed to the need of 
additional homes and some steps taken looking to that end, but wc 
have yet to grasp the real bigness of the problem and its importance 
to Fojt Wayne's future. We want Fort Wayne to be not only a big 
city, but a healthful city, a happy city, a wholesome city and an attrac- 
tive city, as well as a prosperous city. Mr. Lathrope, speaking as an 
expert, has told us that only the preparation of systematic, intelligent 
planning can make it so. Haphazard growth will not bring ideals as 
its fruition. Mr. Lathrope has pointed to Fort Wayne not only its 
opportunity but its vei*y real duty in preparing to meet that oppor- 
lujoity. 


Of course it was to have been expected that official representa- 
tives of the allies in this country would interpose objection to the 
classification of the super-submarine Deutschland as a merchantman, 
jTist as the defense in a legal action files a general denial in the absenco 
of anything better to do when confronted by the necessity of doing 
Bomething. But it is scarcely possible their claim that the Deutsch- 
land is "potentially" a warship can be seriously entertained. Inspec- 
tion by officers of the United States navy has disclosed no armament 
of any character and no provision for such thing on the new sea 
marvel.

Fort Ethan Allen^ Vt., July 12.—In 
his Sunday morning talk today to Ma 
ofBcers and men, Major Wallace Batch- 
elder, commanding the Fl^st Vermont 
cavalry, said: 


When I was asked two years ago last 
April, at the time of the Vera Cruz 
expedition, to see if I could raise a reg- 
iment of Vermont cavalry, I went to 
Washington and agreed to make the at- 
tempt on certain conditions, which were 
the following: 


1. 
That every man joining the com- 
mand, either as a commissioned officer 
or enlisted man, should agree that while 
a member of the First Vermont cavalry 
he 
would 
nat 
use 
any 
intoxicating 
liquor. 


2. 
That the field and staff officers, 
so far as possible, be regular army offi- 
cers, preferably from the cavalry arm of 
the service, and as many as possible of 
them graduates of the United States 
Military academy at West Point. 


3. 
That at 
least 
twelve 
splendid, 
clean, fighting, duty sergeants from the 
regular army be commissioned as second 
lieutenants and one placed in each of 
the twelve troops of the regiment. 


Those conditions were 
assented 
to. 
The regiment was ekelet^nized, but in a 
short time the American troops were 
withdrawn from Vera 
Cruz, and the 
armv was not increased. 


While in Washington, on May 1&, 
1916, I was requested again to under- 
take the raising of the First Vermont 
cavalry, was ordered to Northfield, Vt., 
to take command of the first squadron. 
First Vermont cavalry, which includes 
the entire student body at Korwich uni- 
versity, and on the day I reported there 
for duty every member of the senior 
class was given his degree. 
Col. Glenn, 
chief of staff to 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Leonard 
Wood, U. 
S. army, commanding the 
Eastern department, made the principal 
address; Col. Joseph T. Dickman, com- 
manding the Second U. S. cavalry, pre- 
sented my command, in behalf of the 
Loyal Legion, with a beautiful cavalry 
regimental standard, and every member 
of that graduating class who had just 
received his degree reported to me for 
duty in that squadron. 


On June 28, 1916, Col. J. C. F. Till- 
son, comipariding the Twenty-second U. 
S. infantry, acting inspector general, in- 
spected this command and on that day 
wrote to the adjutant general a letter 
which closed as follows: 


"The patriotic rally of the students 
of Norwich university makes me proud 
to be an American and convinces me 
that this institution is the one greatfcst 
American university. 


"With very best regards, 


"Sincerely yours, 
"J. C. F. Tillson." 


I hold in my hand a letter from Jus- 
tice George M. Powers, of the supremo 
court of. Vermont, who with his chil- 
dren, visited this camp on Thursday 
last, and this letter Justice Powers salrt: 


'I am proud of your command, and 
It makes me prouder than ever to be 
a Vermonter. 
May all success attend 
you. 
Sincerely yours, 


'George M. Powers.' 


I also hold in my hand a letter 
signed Maybelle J. Howe, the wife of 
the Hon. Harland B. Howe, United 
States district judge for the District 
of Vermont, in which she commends 
in''the highest terms your plan to or- 
ganize "The Mothers of the First Ver- 
mont Cavalry" and says 'I wish I had 
some sons to join your regiment' 
. Now, oiBcers and men of the First 
Vermont cavalry, our work is cut out 
for US. 
I will try to do my part. 
Will you do yours? 
Ih order that It 
may be fully understood what some 
of my part is I desire to state now 
that,. In the event that I learn that 
any offlcer in my command since tak- 
ing his oath to this government, has 
taken any Intoxicating liquor of any 
kind, even a glass of beer, I shall 
prefer charges against him for "con- 
duct unbecoming 
an officer 
and a 
gentleman" and the specifications will 
be that he has failed to keep his 
pledged word. 


If I learn that any enlisted man In 
this command has taken any Intoxi- 
cating liquor since he took the oath, 
I shall immediately give him a «11«- 
honorable discharge which will bo a

effaced. 


It Is now half past ten; exactly one 
week ago this moment, I took com- 
mand of this squadron on this spot.

BIDS MjHOOD-BYE 


Unable to Visit Camp, Ôe 
Sends Farewell to First 
Regiment. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 12.—Although 
Governor Ralston was unable to go to 
Fort Benjamin Harrison yesterday to 
bid the troops good-by as they entrained 
for the border, he dispatched à letter 
to Col. Leslie R. Naftzger in lieu of a 
personal visit. In the letter he took oc- 
casion to praise Adjt. Gen. Bridges for 
the earnest effort he has put forth in 
handling the affairs of the Indiana na- 
tional guard. 


"I shall not be able to come to the 
fort today," wrote the governor, "to 
express in a personal way to you and 
those whom you command my personal 
interest in you upon your .leaving for 
the Mexican border in the federal serv- 
ice. 


"I have by word of mouth so often 
in the past expressed my keenest solici- 
tude for the welfare of the officers and 
the men whom Indiana is sending to the 
front, that I assume that it is not nec- 
essary in justice to my state and to 
you that I should again give you as- 
surance of my deepest concern for your 
welfare. 
I am glad, however, to speak 
this additional word on your departure. 
Regiment New One. 


"The regiment which you have the 
honor of commanding is almost entire- 
ly a new one, recently built. 
I do not 
have to remind you that it is composed 
of men who in their communities are 
rated amon^ the best citizens the state 
has, and that thev look to you for 
their comfort, for their health and for 
proper guidance through the impending 
troubles on the border, as do those 
thev leave at home. 


"I am always anxious to give credit 
to those with whom I am associated of- 
ficially for their intelligent and faith- 
ful performance of duty, and I would 
not be true to the facts nor iust to 
him if I did not express in this con- 
nection my keen apnrpciation of 
the 
services rendered by Adjt. Gen. Bridges, 
in building up your regiment and rec- 
ommending officers therefor. 
In fact T 
cannot commend him 
too highly 
to 
the officers and troons Indiana is sending 
to the front nor do him honor over- 
much for his zealous efforts in their 
behalf in divers w a v . 
He has alwavs 
maintained in his ofTioial relations with 
me in the handling of the Indiana na- 
tional guard, whether at home in peace 
or at the front in service, that this 
work was verv largely a business nropo- 
sition. 
I will have to admit that it 
took some time for this fact to have 
nroper weight with me. I am now ful- 
ly convinced of the correctness of his 
position. 
In this connection, therefore, 
vou will pardon me for reminding vou 
that vou cannot be too insistent that 
the cffi''er« under vou closely adhere to 
sound business princinles in the hand- 
ling of their troons.

ily, of course, involv«» sanitary condi- 
tions. as well as the handline and car- 
ing for til»* nrnnprtv intrusted to them.

"I shall, of conr«e. be watch fill of the 
nroprrcss and afhievoments of all the 
different units Indiana has tximed over 
to the national government as well as 
of the offioors in charge, and I want 
vou and the men under vou to remem- 
ber at all times, that the folks back 
home are 
deeply 
interested 
in you. 
your officers and vour men. The eye of 
watchfulness back in Indiana will ever 
be alert for the 
welfare 
of all the 
members of vour regiment, and in fact 
of that of all the hoys who are assum- 
ing the responsibility of preserving the 
honor and integrity of the flag of their 
country. 


"Thé people of Indiana, in common 
with their countrymen, love peace, but 
above peace they love ju.stice and hon- 
or. 
For these, if need be, they stand 
ready to give their property and their 
lives.

J. E. Lathrope, Civic Direc- 
tor, So Tells Members of 
Realty Exchange. 


Characterizing the development of 
slums as the start 
of- a 
cancerous 
growth, preventing a city's progress, 
and declaring the remedial measure 
against a slum district in Fort Wayne 
was 
comprehensive 
city 
planning, 
John E. Lathrppe, director 
of the 
civic division of the New York city 
bureau, Tuesday night told members 
of the Fort Wayne Real Estate ex- 
change at a banquet at the Commer- 
cial club that this city, now having an 
estimated population of between 75,- 
000 and 80,000 was at the critical pe- 
riod of its growth when it could at- 
tain a population of 150,000 in ten 
years without a slum quarter or relax 
into the vices attendant on slums by 
failure to do constructive city plan- 
ning regulating 
its 
transportation, 
housing facilities, and business sec- 
tion growth. 


airs. Nesbitt Was Speaker. 


The banquet served at 6:30 o'clock 
preceded the speaking, Mrs. Josephine 
L. Nesbitt, director of the city's re- 
cent city beauty and health pageant, 
sharing a place on the program with 
Mr. Lathrope. 
Mr. Lathrope is in 
Fort Wayne in the interest of bring- 
ing the exhibit of the New York city 
bureau to Fort Wayne, and Mrs. Nes- 
bit has been here for the last two 
months 
directing 
clean-up 
work 
among school children of Fort Wayne. 
She spoke to.the realty operators and 
showed slides of "before and after" 
effects of city clean-up work, accom- 
plished with aid of the school chil- 
dren and fifty ladies constituting an 
inspection committee of all lawns and 
alleys which were beautified. 


City and Country Problem. 


"Work 
among 
charity 
workers 
should be to help persons out of their 
poverty, 
not in 
it." declared Mr. 
Lathrope. 
He said there was often 
unintelligent boosting and that the 
co-operation of women in city clean- 
up work was a 
vital factor. The 
problem between the city and country 
in which the farmer failed to make 
the home place attractive for his chil- 
dren, causing them to go to the city, 
was given as one reason of congested 
city districts resulting In vice, all of 
which might have been averted if the 
farmer had seen fit to keep the pro- 
ductive energy of children on the 
farm. 


Sees Growth of 25,000 Homes. 


Cities are having 
an 
unnatural 
growth because of the steady drive 
on them from the country, according to 
the civic leader. The cities, becoming 
congeeted w^ith a mass of humanity, 
must have orderly arrangement and 
economic operation to escape 
fatal 
effects 
of a too rapidly 
increasing 
growth. 
In the case of Fort Wayne, 
Mr. Lathrope said he would estimate 
that 75,000 persons would be added

to the population in ten years, neces- 
sitating 25,000 homes. 
"And where 
are they going to iive?" queried the 
speaker. 
Unless there is ci>«»\prenen- 
slve city planning the speaker said 
the fruition did not exist that would 
conquer slums of humanity bound to 
come with Increased growth of cities 
unless systematic vlty planning' was 
in vogue. 


Use Preventive Measures. 


That there is sentiment among a lim- 
ited number of men in Fort Wayne in 
favor of rational, conservative methods 
of city building- was given as a fact, 
"ut what about the body of sentiment 
on this matter?" asked the speaker. He 
urged that 
"preventive 
medicine" as 
well as "corrective medicine" be used in 
the city planning movement. City build- 
ing, in the estimation of Mr. Lathrope, 
i^liould be a steady process of upbuilding 
^^ ilich at no one time strains the re- 
i^ources of a city causing a reaction, 
which is always 
disastrous. 
He de- 
clared the trouble with so many re- 
forms was that reformers struck vitally 
at one issue and forgot wrongs attend- 
ant on tliat issue, thus destroying the 
general effect of their efTorts. He said 
to make a reform all things contribut- 
ing to that reform must be considered. 


Has Planning Exhibit. 


In city planning Mr. Lathrope said 
persons should have a conception of It 
as an orderly process in machine build- 
ing. 
"Tlie city should be a well devel- 
oped mcchanism, each of which parts 
should be illustrated 
from some mu- 
nicipally planned city," 
declared Mr. 
Lathrope in 
substance. 
He 
declared 
Fort Wayne had an opportunity to be- 
come imique among American cities by 
growing into one of 
150,000 
without 
slums. "You should preserve the human 
and spiritual values of the city." 
A 
city 
planning 
exhibit, Mr. Lathrope 
.sl'owcd, would do more In an educa- 
tional way and give the city more ad- 
vertisement than any other project in 
which it could become interested in a 
citA' planning way. 


Past Experimental Stage. 


The day of experimentation is passed 
in the exhibit which Mr. Lathrope rep- 
resents, he asserted, it having 
been 
shown in all of the larger cities of the 
country and in Canada and South Amer- 
ica. 
"The merchants of New York city 
went solidly behind the exhibit and the 
foreign matter offered in the exhibit 
has the voucher of Washington, the cap- 
ital relying on the foreign consuls of 
the United States to speak for the ac- 
curacy of the parts of the exhibit. In 
pre-senting the exhibit proposition to the 
realty operators Mr. Lathrope said it 
would be the effective means of helping 
the residents of Fort Wayne correct the 
ills of over-populated districts and show 
them how to distribute its business, 
traffic and people in properly propor- 
tioned areas. 


Compliments Mrs. Nesbitt. 


The realty oerators were favorable to 
at least partial assumption of the ex- 
pense of bringing the exhibit to Fort 
Wayne. The Woman's Club League hart 
previously expressed a wHHngness to 
give the exhibit under its auspices, BO 
there appears no doubt of the exhibit 
being brought here in the fall. But Mr.' 
Lathrope did not confine his remarks 
to his own exhibit entirely. 
He had 
something to say about Mrs. Josephine 
L. Nesbitt, the city's civic leader. Ho 
said she should bo brought to Fort 
Wayne to remain for five years, thus 
doing her work completely to tlie satis- 
faction of herself and others. 
He ad- 
vocated a salary in accordance with her 
unquestioned ability. 
Mrs. Nesbitt has 
been in the city for two months direct- 
ing cleanup work and she has two 
months yet in which to complete her 
work under tlie contract. She originnlly 
name here for a week and later her gerv- 
ice extended into a four months' con- 
tract.

HISAT FATAIi AT CliEVELAND. 


City Health Board Investi- 
gating Arrivals from 
New York Region. 


As an added precaution against 
tho 
dreaded plague of infantile paralysis, the 
city health board asks Fort Wayne cit- 
izens to inform the health board oflicer 
whenever a family comes into the city 
from an eastern state. 


Dr. John H. Gilpm, secretary of the 
health board, and his fom- deputies, are 
maidng an investigation of every family, 
of which they can 
learn, 
who have 
moved to Fort Wayne from the east, 
where the disease is raging with great- 
est violence. 


Four families have been called upon 
tnis week. 
They all came here from 
New York state and two of them from 
the city of New York. 
Ihere were chil- 
dren in each family. 
Member.s of the 
families were placed 
under (luarantino 
for ten days. 
The* were ordered to visit 
none of their neighbors until tliat time 
wa's up. The quarantine is being observed 
in each case. 


Added vigilance is being kept at this 
time. Dr. Gilpin says, because it is re- 
ported that families, who have children, 
are leaving New York by the hundreds. 
They are trying to get away from the 
plague. 
They come from the heart of 
the district where the dread disease is 
playing havoc with young lives. 
They 
may carry the very active germs on their 
clothes. 


From three to ten days should be suf- 
ficient for the quarantine of families in 
which the paralysis has never claimed a 
victim. Dr. Gilpin says. 
Germs carried 
in garments are not so active after that 
time if proper precautions are taken. If 
he is notified of all families coming into 
Fort Wayne so that they may be visited 
and all care taken, a great step towards 
thwarting the disease can be taken. 


There are no symptoms of the paraly- 
sis in Fort Wayne as yet, Gilpin says. 
The city may remain immune if visitors 
and new citizens coming in from infected 
neighborhoods can be taken care of, he 
says.

in the region just this side of the Rocky 
mountains and moving this way. 
Ofl- 
hand I would say it looks like 'just 
about the same.' " 


The "just 
about the 
same" meant 
that soda dispensers would continue to 
ask "What you want?" while sweat 
dropped off of the end of their noses. 
It would mean unanswered prayers of 
the farmers for rain. 
It would mean 
more intoxication cases for police court. 


In the light of all this the reporter 
who had hunted McDonough up in the 
hope of a glad message tried again.

When the history of the world's great- 
est "war is written it will constantly 
-refer to the superman who saved the 
face of the allies—Gen. Philippe Potain: 


Every great war 
has 
produced 
one 
neat tactician, strategist, fighter. Gen.

He is 60 years of age. 
Ho appear.« 
younger because of mental and phj'sical 
vigor. 
He is tall, broad-shouldered and 
has clear blue eyes which look "straight 
forward and beyond." 


He is a bachelor. 
In times of peace 
he was too busy preparing himself for 
ipar to devote any time to social affairs. 


When the war started he was put in 
command of a brigade in the First army 
sorps, though he still kept his rank .as 
colonel. His brigade distinguished itself 
In the retreat from Charleroi 
to 
the 


Marne by the savage ferocity witi which 
it repeatedly turned and beat back the 
Germans. 


Petain was promoted to the general 
division just before the battle of the 
Marne. 
When he met the Badly disor- 
ganized Third corps at the Marne h«i 
took command at once. 


Sitting on his horse beside the bridge, 
pistol in hand, he made every man look 
up at hio» as the corps marched past. 
He did this to impress upon them that 
they must look up to him as the em- 
bo^Jiment of authoritj'. 


Petain had been promoted to the com- 
mand of an army corps before he took 
Carency and pierced the German front. 
By that masterful piece of leadership he 
won the regard of Commander-in-Chief 
Joffre. After Petain smashed the Ger- 
mans at Champagne the French regarded 
him as the man of the day.

"The heat and dryness of the atmos- 
phere in this land/induce such profuse 
perspiration that both men and horse» 
require an abnormal quantity of water, 
the average for men being seven quaint s 
a day, and for mules and horses 20 gal-

ber of hats, uniforms, leggins and other 
equipment. 
It is no simple matter for 
the depot quartermaster 
to make up 
the shipments. 
The range of sizes has 
not been shown as a rule in ,the requi- 
sitions and a standard workecj out by 
the army showing the probable number 
of given sizes needed in an average 1,000 
men is used. 
If there are any varia- 
tions from normal in a regiment, a de- 
lay follows while that fact is reported 
and the neccssar>' number of smaller or 
larger articles is packed and 
shipped.
